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Pressure 
is building 
over battle 
on theatre 

CAMPAIGNERS trying to 
save Dudley Hippodrome 
from the bulldozers have 
pleaded with officials to drop 
demolition plans saying they 
are hampering efforts to 
reopen the venue. 

The Friends of Dudley 
Hippodrome group say 
potential contractors are 
being put off tabling quotes 
for renovation works with 
the threat of demolition 
hanging over the theatre. 

Deputy council leader, 
Councillor Shaukot Ali said 
officials were prepared to 
help appease those compa¬ 
nies who were wishing to 
tender for works. 

But he reiterated a costed 
business plan was needed as 
the council maintains its 
position to redevelop the 
Castle Hill landmark. 

Campaign leader Geoff 
Fitzpatrick, said the demoli¬ 
tion order leaves the group 
in a “state of limbo” as they 
try to finish the plan. 

“The problem we have got 
with the planning applica¬ 
tion is that people don’t 
want to commit money when 
it could be demolished,” he 
said. “We need the council to 
withdraw the planning 
application in the meantime 
while we do the business 
plan so that it no longer 
becomes an issue.” 

Council officers have now 
tightened the time limit for 
the full business plan saying 
it needs to be submitted in 
less than a month.

CHILD kidnapper Michael 
Jackson has started an 
indefinite sentence behind 
bars. 

The 50-year-old is facing 
the rest of his life in jail for 
snatching a girl and a boy in 
separate attacks in Oldbury. 

Wolverhampton Crown

a boy aged 10 sparked public 
protests after his victim 
managed to escape. Judge 
Martin Walsh said yester¬ 
day: “It’s impossible to 
imagine the terror experi¬ 
enced by those young chil¬ 
dren .”

Holden's set 
to take on 
more pubs 

REAL ale champions have welcomed a his¬ 
toric brewery’s announcement that it is 
looking to take on more pubs in the region. 

Holden’s Brewery is already carrying out 
extension work and there are also plans to 
open a visitor centre and relaunch tours of 
the site in George Street, Woodsetton in the 
future once the work has been completed. 

As well as the production boost, bosses 
have now announced they are looking to 
expand the number of pubs owned by the 
brewery. It already has 20 in its estate. 

Gary Timmins, regional director of the 
Campaign for Real Ale (Camra) for the West 
Midlands, said: “The expansion of Holden’s 
is absolutely great news. It is a well-loved 
local brewery and an important part of the 
Black Country. 

“We can't wait for them to take over some 
new pubs so we can go and visit them too.” 

The brewery wants to boost this figure 
further and are on the lookout for suitable 
sites to become available. The brewery took 
over the Fellows in Dudley, around two 
years ago. Officials said it was a matter of 
finding appropriate pubs to take on which 
were on the market. 

Director Abi Kemp, who’s great-grand¬ 
mother Lucy was a driving force behind the 
establishing the brewery, said they were 
always looking to expand. She added: “We 
are looking to make additions to the number 
of pubs which are part of our estate and are 
searching for appropriate sites. This is a dif¬ 
ficult process but we are committed not only 
to boosting our business but also looking 
after the pubs we have.”

He says he has been told his gas supply 
will be cut off during the day this week - 
but he does not know exactly when. 

The pavement has been dug up while 
the work is carried out. 

Mr Lane, a retired operations manager 
at a sewage treatment firm, said: “The 
area is a complete mess and nobody seems 
to be co-ordinating it - there are piles of 
rubble everywhere. 

Alternative 

It is impossible to make contact with 
anyone in authority.” 

“I have got alternative heating but it 
could be difficult if people had no heating 
or cooking facilities for an extended 
time,” he added. 

National Grid spokesman Anthony 
Quarrell said: “This work is essential and 
will help ensure the local community con¬ 
tinue to enjoy safe and reliable gas sup¬ 
plies for heating their properties and 
cooking.. 

“Service pipes are also being replaced 
either with a new service pipe or the exist¬ 
ing service pipe transferred to the new 
main. 

“Replacing a service pipe involves a 
brief disconnection of gas supply to the 
affected property. 

“We are inserting the new pipes into the 
old mains wherever possible, this tech¬ 
nique means fewer large scale excavations 
are required. This means work can be car¬ 
ried out faster and with less disruption.”

Hospital apology over cancer news 


HOSPITAL chiefs have apologised 
to a Black Country man after the 
news that his mother was dying 
from cancer was broken to her while 
she was on her own. 

Smethwick-born Valerie Harrison, 
aged 67, of Guildford Close, Kidder¬ 
minster, thought that she had only 
a small tumour on one ovary. 

But, after her family had gone 
home for the night, a consultant 
gynaecologist at Worcestershire 


Royal Hospital broke the news that 
she had a mass of tumours affecting 
other abdominal organs, which 
could not be operated on. 

Mrs Harrison, mother of three, 
grandmother of 11 and a school 
cleaner for many years, died on Sep¬ 
tember 12, just over a month after 
the diagnosis. Her son, Shaun Har¬ 
rison, aged 45, of Dawes Avenue, 
West Bromwich, said: “The consult¬ 
ant told her she had a large mass on 


her left ovary and it had gone on her 
liver, bowel, bladder and stomach. 
She said the cancer was everywhere 
and there was nothing they could 
do. My mother was on her own and 
it was extremely distressing for her, 
especially as she believed she had 
been told she had a small tumour on 
her right ovary.” 

In a letter, Worcestershire Acute 
Hospitals NHS Trust trust denies a 
claim that Mrs Harrison and her 


husband of 50 years, Anthony, aged 
68, were told by a gynaecologist at 
Kidderminster Hospital on August 7 
that she had only a small tumour on 
her right ovary. 

But chief medical officer Mark 
Wake says in the letter that the con¬ 
sultant who eventually told her the 
extent of her cancer at Worcester¬ 
shire Royal Hospital two days later 
wanted to apologise for breaking the 
news without family present.

Prison for 
driver in 
Il7mph 
pursuit 

A DUDLEY man who took 
his mother’s car to transport 
cannabis ended up leading 
the police on a 117mph chase 
down the hard shoulder of 
the M42, a court heard. 

Miguel Browne turned 
into a dead end lane after 
speeding through Knowle, 
and reversed into the police 
car. 

Browne, aged 26, of 
Marston Road, Russells Hall, 
Dudley, was jailed for six 
months after pleading guilty 
at Warwick Crown Court to 
aggravated vehicle taking, 
dangerous driving and pos¬ 
sessing cannabis with intent 
to supply it. 

Prosecutor Neil Bannister 
said Natalie Browne owned a 
Honda Civic, which her son, 
who had been banned from 
driving for 18 months, was 
not allowed to use. 

But on February 2 police 
spotted it heading south 
along the M42 in front of 
them. Browne sped off and 
left the motorway at junction

Pensions 
are facing 
big cuts 

PENSION savers will see 
thousands shaved off their 
predicted future retirement 
pots from 2014 under plans 
to give them a more realistic 
idea of potential returns. 

City regulator the Finan¬ 
cial Services Authority will 
reduce the standard projec¬ 
tion rates used to show pos¬ 
sible future returns and the 
impact of charges for 
someone taking out a 
product such as a personal 
pension or a life policy to 
reduce the possibility of con¬ 
sumers being given a “false 
impression” of the size of 
their potential cash pots. 

Firms will have a year to 
implement the new projec¬ 
tion rates, which come into 
force in April 2014. 

Under the current 
system, firms are required 
to use projection rates to 
show what returns an 
investor might receive, 
which are not a firm guaran¬ 
tee but give a flavour of 
what people might gain 
from their investment. 

They are meant to give 
three different rates of 
return and revise them 
down if a product appears 
unlikely to achieve this. 

But the FSA has been con¬ 
sulting on plans to 
strengthen these rules after 
finding that providers often 
fail to comply. 

U-turn over 
road closer 

THE scrapping of a one-way 
system in Dudley has moved 
a step closer after a trans¬ 
port chief officially approved 
the plans. 

Dudley Council agreed 
earlier this year to make 
Parkway Road two-way 
again after a campaign from 
residents who said the new 
system was causing chaos. 

The proposals have now 
been given the go-ahead by 
Councillor Judy Foster. The 
changes are expected to be 
made in the coming weeks, 
with the work costing 
£9,000. More than 400 resi¬ 
dents signed a petition and 
complained.

Son's tribute to an inspirational teacher 


HAILED as a pillar of the community Betty 
Yates was an inspirational teacher who went 
the extra mile for her pupils. 

The much-loved 77-year-old was well- 
known in the close-knit town of Bewdley 
and further afield having taught in schools 
in Kidderminster and Streetly. Her kind¬ 
ness was so appreciated, many described her 
as a second mother. 

But just days after returning from spend¬ 
ing a happy Christmas with her family she 
was found brutally murdered in her idyllic 
and secluded riverside cottage. 

Her sudden and violent death - she was 
found stabbed in the neck and had been 


beaten with a stick - sent shockwaves 
through the community. 

Mourners turned out in their droves to 
pay tribute by laying flowers on a bridge 
near her riverside cottage. They included 
dozens of former pupils and friends who 
gathered for a candlelight vigil. 

Some wept openly as candles were lit in 
memory of the retired teacher, who had 
worked at St John C of E Middle School, in 
Blakebrook, Kidderminster, for many years 
before retiring in 1999. 

Ex-pupil Verity Worthington, 29, of Kid¬ 
derminster, was among those who paid 
tribute. “She was an inspiring teacher. She 


went the extra mile and was really before 
her time,” she said. Verity’s cousin Char¬ 
lotte Mayall, also 29, of Blakedown, was in 
the same class. “She was an incredibly kind 
person and really loved the children she 
taught. I remember all of the extra-curricu¬ 
lar things she used to teach us,” she said. 

Mrs Yates was a member of the Wyre 
Forest University of the Third Age, an activ¬ 
ities group for older people. The widow was 
also an enthusiastic swimmer, taking part in 
regular lessons. Hundreds turned out to pay 
tribute to her at a memorial service in 
Bewdley. As the community struggled to 
come to terms with her death, police 


launched a murder investigation on 
January 4 - the day her body was found at 
the bottom of the stairs at her home, off 
Dowles Road. Emotional appeals were made 
by Mrs Yates son David Yates and daughter 
Hazel Costello in the wake of her murder. 

They paid tribute to her, with David 
describing his mother at the heart of the 
community in Bewdley. He said his parents 
searched for many years to find their dream 
home. Since his father’s death, he said she 
had busied herself because she missed him. 
She went back to school to help listen to chil¬ 
dren read. “Many people have described her 
as a seccond mum,” he said. 


Drifter Farrow is guilty of 
murdering pensioner Betty 


A HOMELESS drifter has been found guilty of 
murdering retired teacher Betty Yates who 
was stabbed to death at her secluded 
Bewdley home. 

Stephen Farrow, aged 48, stabbed Betty Yates in the head 
and neck and beat her with her own walking stick. 

He then tidied up at her Riverscroft cottage, which over¬ 
looks the River Severn, and drew the blinds before leaving 


her lying at the foot of the 
stairs in a pool of blood. 

The 77-year-old was only 
discovered when friends 
became concerned after she 
did not turn up for a walking 
group in the town. 

Farrow, who had fished in 
the river near Mrs Yates’s 
home a number of times and 
knew the area well, had 
denied being anywhere near 
Bewdley when Mrs Yates 
died between January 2 and 
4. 

But a jury of eight men 
and four women at Bristol 
Crown Court found him 
guilty of murder following 
11 hours of deliberation 
after a four-week trial. 

Farrow was also found 
guilty of murdering the Rev 
John Suddards, aged 59, 
who was found stabbed to 
death in his vicarage in 
Thornbury, South Glouces¬ 
tershire. 

He admitted the vicar’s 
manslaughter but denied 
murder on the grounds of 
diminished responsibility 
due to mental health prob¬ 
lems including him being 
diagnosed as a psychopath. 

The court previously 
heard he stabbed the vicar in 
the chest, shoulder and neck 
and then carefully posi¬ 
tioned a bible, painting of 
Jesus and mirror around 
him. 

He then spent the night in 
the vicarage watching DVDs 
and drinking beer with the 
body yards away. 

Farrow also admitted bur¬ 
glary at a house in Thorn¬ 
bury where a note was left

saying “I hate God”. Prose¬ 
cutor Mr Michael Fitton pre¬ 
viously told the trial that a 
footprint on an exercise mat 
in Mrs Yates’s house 
matched Farrow’s boots, 
while DNA on the back of 
the pensioner’s hand repre¬ 
sented a one in a billion 
match to his. 

A man matching Farrow’s 
description was described as 
looking like he was “on a 
mission” walking away from 
Mrs Yates’s home on the day 
she died. 

Attacked 

Mrs Yates, who had been a 
teacher in Kidderminster 
and Streetly, was believed to 
have been attacked from 
behind. 

Mr Fitton told the court a 
pillow had been placed 
under her head while she lay 
on the ground, and the 
bloodied walking stick that 
was used to hit her had been 
placed back in a cylinder 
near the door with some 
others. 

The jury had been asked 
to decide whether Farrow 
would have known what he 
was doing when he launched 
the attack and whether he 
knew the difference between 
right and wrong. 

They had earlier heard 
that he had demonstrated 
many of the characteristics 
of a psychopath.

THE families of the victims of the psy¬ 
chopath who murdered two including 
grandmother Betty Yates have spoken 
of their relief that he is “off the streets” 
- as the true extent of his violent past 
was revealed. 

Questions have been raised about 
why homeless Stephen Farrow was 
allowed to be free to plan and murder 
Mrs Yates and the Rev John Suddards. 

Farrow was told he would never be 
released from jail as he was convicted 
of the two murders. 

The 48-year-old was found guilty of 
murdering 77-year-old Mrs Yates at 
her secluded cottage in Bewdley. He 
was also convicted of murdering Mr 
Suddards, 59, at his vicarage in Thorn¬ 
bury, South Gloucestershire. 

Details of his violent and disturbed 


past emerged at the end of the four 
week trial. 

Farrow was revealed to be a danger¬ 
ous psychopath, who was jailed for 
eight years in 1994 for assaulting and 
threatening to kill a woman pensioner. 

Fantasised 

He told experts that he fantasised 
about attacking elderly women and as 
a child was uncontrollable and enjoyed 
killing people’s pets. The killer has also 
been in and out of institutions, scoring 
“high” in tests showing psychopathic 
thoughts. 

Mrs Yates’s son David Yates, 51, said: 
“We should all be relieved and thankful 
that Stephen Farrow is off the streets. 
It is clear from his own words that had 
he not been caught he would have con¬ 


tinued to kill others.” Mr Suddards’ 
sister Hilary Bosworth demanded 
action to ensure those with a troubled 
and violent past are monitored. She 
said the issue needs “serious consider¬ 
ation” in future, adding: “Do we, as a 
country, do enough to ensure psy¬ 
chopaths with a known history of vio¬ 
lence and criminal offences, are not left 
roaming around at large ready to 
attack?” 

Police welcomed the sentence 
handed to Farrow. Detective Chief 
Inspector Neil Jamieson, who led the 
West Mercia investigation, said it was 
“very rare” to see two life sentences 
handed down with no chance of parole. 

But he said Farrow was a “very, very 
dangerous individual” who had 
“shown no remorse” for his actions.

Ex-boxer is 
jailed for 
killing man 

A MAN from Tipton has been 
jailed for eight years after 
being found guilty of killing a 
father during a pub fight in the 
Black Country. 

A jury convicted Peter 
Nightingale of the manslaugh¬ 
ter of Darren Jones. 

Nightingale, aged 43, was, 
however, acquitted of murder 
at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court. 

Mr Jones, 42, a father of 
eight, was beaten to death by 
Nightingale at the Greets 
Green Social Club. 

Jurors heard how trouble 
broke out at the club at around 
8pm on February 26. 

The prosecution said 
Nightingale used his “consid¬ 
erable skills” as a former pro¬ 
fessional fighter during two 
fights with Mr Jones. 

The court heard how the ex¬ 
boxer punched and kicked the 
victim repeatedly after he had 
fallen to the floor and lay 
unconscious. 

Sentencing Nightingale, 
Judge John Wait said he found 
Nightingale highly culpable. 
He said: “I am sure on the evi¬ 
dence that you as anyone else 
could see he was an injured 
man. His face bloodied, 
swaying, dazed and intoxi¬ 
cated.” 

Mr Simon Stirling, defend¬ 
ing, said Nightingale was 
remorseful.

'Lottery' on

HOSPITAL patients face a postcode lottery 
when it comes to how much money is spent 
on their daily meals, new NHS figures 
reveal. 

The amount varies widely across the 
region from £7.45 in Sandwell and West 
Birmingham to £13.89 in Mid-Stafford¬ 
shire. Hospital trusts say they aim to 
provide healthy and nutritious meals and 
offer a variety of choice regardless of how 
much is spent on food. 

The amount spent per meal in 2011/12 in 
Wolverhampton was £8.72 while £10.14 
was spent in Walsall, £12.55 in Worcester¬ 
shire and £12.90 in Dudley. 

Paula Clark, chief executive for Dudley 
Group of Hospitals NHS Foundation 
Trust, which runs Russells Hall Hospital, 
said: “The trust takes the nutrition of our 
patients very seriously and we are commit¬ 
ted to providing a healthy menu for our 
patients.” At Stafford and Cannock Chase 
hospitals, there is a winter and summer 
menu as well as eight therapeutic diet 
menus. The lunch menu includes options 
such as cod in parsley sauce, Lancashire 
hot pot, cheese and tomato pasta and sweet 
and sour pork stir-fry as well as a choice of 
sandwiches.

Transport chief Judy Foster defended 
the plans saying a plan would be in place 
to ensure roads most at risk of deteriora¬ 
tion would be repaired as a priority. 

“We are not going to take anything out 
of the potholes budget. They will con¬ 
tinue to be addressed,” she added. 

The council says it needs to make 
savings of £10.7m in 2013 to 2014, £4.8m 
the following year and £6.3m in 2015 to 
2016. 

A call for council tax to be frozen for 
another year was made by Councillor Les 
Jones.

Litter picker is fined for 
putting rubbish in bins 


A VOLUNTEER litter picker who 
earned several accolades for 
keeping a Dudley town centre tidy 
has been accused of dumping 
waste in street bins. 

David Baker, aged 39, from Stourbridge, 
has been given a £75 fine and the threat of 
court action. He has accused Dudley Council 
of “bureaucracy gone mad” for branding 
him a fly-tipper. 

Mr Baker used walk the streets of Stour¬ 
bridge armed with bags from the council and 
a litter picker to clear rubbish. 

Bosses stopped supplying bags 18 months 
ago, forcing him to use carrier bags to collect 
rubbish and put it in street litter bins. 

But now officials claim he has dumped 
bags full of crisp packets, pizza boxes and 
other litter in the bins.

Mr Baker said he may have put a couple of 
junk mail letters in the bin on his way out of 
the house on occasion but did not put waste 
from his home into the bins.

IT’S one year on since a severe blaze 
ripped through a charity furniture 
store in Kidderminster town centre 
- and battling bosses have thanked 
customers for their support during 
the past 12 months as they wait to 
return to their former premises. 

Flames ripped through the 
British Heart Foundation’s furni¬ 
ture and electrical shop in Market 
Street in a blaze which also gutted 
neighbouring furniture outlet 
Levines last October. 

The devastating fire severely 
damaged the building and its stock. 

While the charity was able to 
move into other premises in the 


the charity’s current store 

town earlier this year - bosses still 
hope they can return to their origi¬ 
nal site - if and when it is rebuilt. 

Reflecting on the past year, bosses 
said at one point they feared they 
would be without a Kidderminster 
branch. 

But they said customers have 
been a great support and they urged 
them to keep donating. 

Area manager Ron Humphreys 
admitted trade had been tough since 
the reopening of the store in Worces¬ 
ter Street in March because of its 
quieter location. But he also 
expressed heartfelt thanks to the 
donors and customers. 


TWO stores in the same Dudley 
street, which sold alcohol to an 
underage girl, have been allowed 
to keep their drinks licences - but 
with conditions. 

Priory Road Food and Wine and the Super 
Stop convenience store sold drink to a 16- 
year-old girl who was making test purchases 
for the borough’s Trading Standards offi¬ 
cers on August 15. 

Dudley Council’s licensing sub committee 
heard that, on another occasion, two police 
community support officers witnessed a dis¬ 
turbance outside Priory Road Food and 
Wine involving a member of staff with a 
knife confronting a gang. The committee 
also heard the staff member who served the 
under-age girl at the store gave a false name 
after the incident. Priory Road Food and 
Wine licence holders Theebalini Raguvan- 
nan and her husband Rasathurai said that 
in five years of running another store, they 
had never had any issues. 

Principal trading standards officer Chris 
King told the sub committee, in a separate 
case, that the 16-year-old girl was sold 
alcohol at the Super Stop store, also in 
Priory Road, where the licence holder is 
Tilak Raj. Mr King also said on an earlier 
occasion an underage test purchase was 
refused at Super Stop. Both stores now have 
to ask anyone who appears to be under 25 to 
prove their age and produce CCTV of sales 
when requested by officials.

Roman roots for suburb 
that grew after the war 


STREETLY is named after 
Ryknield Street, a Roman 
road, the line of which can 
still be followed in Sutton 
Park. 

The earliest written record of the 
name is an Anglo-Saxon charter 
dated 959, when an estate at Great 
Barr and Easton (Little Aston) was 
granted to Wulfhelm. 

In medieval times the district 
was still largely forest, part of the 
Earl of Warwick’s Sutton Chase. 

By the 1200s charcoal burners 
had cleared much of the forest and 
the land was left as heath and 
marshland. 

Much of the area, then part of 
Great Barr Common, was enclosed 
and let as farms in 1795 by local 
landowners. 

In August 1872 the building of a 
Walsall, Wolverhampton & 
Midland Junction Railway began. 
Absorbed by the Midland Railway 
in 1874, this became known as the 
Sutton Park line. 

Local people opposed the new 
Midland Railway line’s passing

through Sutton Park. After much 
argument and planning, the line 
opened on July 1 1879. 

It had stations at Penns, Sutton 
Coldfield, Sutton Park, Streetly 
and Aldridge. Streetly Station was 
at the corner of Foley Road and 
Thornhill Road. 

Jamboree 

Between August 1 and 12 in 1957 
Sutton Park hosted the Scout 
Movement’s ‘World Jubilee Jam¬ 
boree’, with special trains arriving 
from July. 29. 

The Jamboree was also open to 
the public. There was a special 
Sutton Park local steam-hauled 
service, with an hourly all-stations 
service between Birmingham New 
Street and Walsall, and an all-sta¬ 
tions Sutton Park - Walsall - Dudley 
service every two hours. 

Sadly, the line was one of those 
closed in the Dr Beeching era of 
massive railway cuts in 1965. 

Development began around 
Streetly Lane and a church and 


school were built in Foley Road in 
1908. Until 1914 housing develop¬ 
ment was limited to the area 
between Thornhill Road and 
Chester Road, continuing from 
1918 to 1939. Blackwood Road was 
cut through farmland in the 1920s. 

Much of Streetly remained rela¬ 
tively rural even after 1945. 

The Methodist Chapel in Black¬ 
wood Road, St Anne’s Roman 
Catholic Church, the clinic and the 
library in Blackwood Road all date 
from the period 1960 to 1970, as 
does much of the housing. 

Streetly, for so long a sparsely 
populated rural area, has grown 
today into a residential suburb of 
some 21,000 inhabitants.

THIEVES are targeting charity 
shops in Kidderminster stealing 
vital donations and prompting 
staff to spend hundreds of 
pounds beefing up security. 

They have struck at The Kemp Hospice 
shop in Oxford Street six times during the 
past three months, staff say. The nearby 
Forest Dog Rescue shop has also reported a 
spate of thefts over the year. 

Police said officers had been out to the 
shops to investigate the crimes and offer 
security advice to staff. 

In the latest raid at the Kemp Hospice 
shop, thieves used specialist cutting equip¬ 
ment to force their way into the stock room 
before making off with clothing and bric-a- 
brac. 

Shop manager Rita Willetts said the 
break-ins had been “demoralising” for staff 
who were left to clear up the mess left 
behind. 

The shop has been forced to spend up to 
£1,000 fitting grilles to windows and doors 
in a bid to thwart the thieves 

Mrs Willetts said: “We have had to fit 
grilles to doors and windows after raiders 
forced open doors and scattered items all 
over the rear yard. 

“We thought it was just opportunist 
thieves but last time they used cutting 
equipment and we now feel the thieves have 
started to make a major effort to break into 
the premises to find items they could then 
sell. We feared they might break into the 
main section of the shop and have since been 
advised how to beef up security. 

“The problem is that any outlay is eating 
into the takings.”

Calls to make cottages 
into museum and centre 


THREE historic carpet weavers’ cottages in 
Kidderminster should be turned into a com¬ 
munity centre and museum, residents say. 

Plans are being drawn up to restore the 
homes which stand empty in Kiddermin¬ 
ster’s Horsefair. 

Worcestershire Building Preservation 
Trust will submit a bid for Heritage Lottery 
funding to get the project off the ground by 
the end of the year. 

At a public meeting held at the Museum of 
Carpet last week residents were given more 
information about the restoration plans. 

The proposals are to refurbish and extend 
the properties to create a new kitchen, bath¬ 
room and additional bedroom so they could 
be lived in again. But when asked to give 
their views on the scheme many residents 


said they wanted the houses to be opened up 
to the community to use and display their 
heritage. 

Former Wyre Forest MP Dr Richard 
Taylor said he believed they could pay 
homage to their past and be used to display 
a full-sized working loom. 

It’s believed that in at least one of the 
artisan cottages a weaving loom would have 
been on the top floor. 

Terry Thomas, who runs Mr Tees Records 
in the Horsefair, said: “These cottages are 
an important part of Kidderminster’s past 
and it would be great to make them avail¬ 
able to the community.” 

Residents also suggested the cottages 
could house meeting rooms. 


Club stalwart dies. 77 



Len Hanby, died aged 77 


A MAN who was a leading light in 
the world of Black Country and 
Staffordshire tennis for almost 
five decades, has died after a six- 
year battle with cancer. 

Len Hanby was noted for his “fierce” but 
good-humoured competitiveness on court. 

Len, who died on October 25 in Stour¬ 
bridge’s Mary Stevens Hospice, aged 77, 
served for 45 years on the committee of Wol¬ 
laston Lawn Tennis Club and also held office 
for the Staffordshire county organisation. 

He and wife, Janet, had been members of 
the Wollaston club in Stourbridge for 47 
years, since it moved to its base in Prest- 
wood Drive, Stourton. He served as presi¬ 
dent, chairman, treasurer and secretary 
and, despite his illness, was still active on 
club business until a couple of weeks ago. 


Len, of Hagley Road, Pedmore, Stour¬ 
bridge, was made a life member of the club 
in 1997 and served on Staffordshire Lawn 
Tennis Association Council - now Tennis 
Staffordshire - from 1970 to 2007, acting as 
its treasurer for eight years and becoming a 
vice president. 

The Wollaston club’s chairman, John 
Cutler, said: “He was a tireless and selfless 
worker for the club and was responsible for 
obtaining many grants and loans, in partic¬ 
ular the lottery grant which raised £70,000 
towards the fund to lay artificial grass on 
our courts.” Len had a long career as an 
accountant and enjoyed weeldy snooker ses¬ 
sions and was a bell ringer at St Thomas’ 
Church, Stourbridge until recently. 

His funeral is on November 13 at 10.45am 
at Our Lady and All Saints Catholic Church, 
Stourbridge.

Suspects may face 
automatic drug test 

ANYONE arrested for a range of crimes in Kidderminster, 
Stourport and Bewdley will now face an automatic drug 
test. 

Prisoners taken to Kidderminster police station will be 
forced to have tests for Class A drugs - including heroin, 
crack and cocaine - if they are suspected of offences such as 
burglary, theft and fraud. 

Other “trigger” offences which automatically lead to 
testing, cover drug supply or possession. Anyone who 
refuses to co-operate with a test will be committing a crim¬ 
inal offence and could be jailed for up to three months, as 
well as facing a fine. The move, which follows similar action 
in other parts of the West Midlands, is aimed at helping to 
identify and tackle the kind of offences often committed by 
people addicted to drugs. 

“Drug Testing on Arrest” is part of the Drug Intervention 
Programme - known as DIP - which will lead to agencies 
stepping in to offer treatment to those testing positive to 
wean them off the substances that often cause them to 
commit crime. The testing will apply to anyone aged over 18 
arrested for one of the “trigger” offences at Kidderminster, 
Redditch and Worcester police stations.

Access an issue wHh bid 
for homes on brick site 


RESIDENTS and visitors could 
struggle to access 140 houses, a 
craft village and nursing home 
planned for a historic former 
brickworks, it has been claimed 
at a public inquiry. 

But developers say the proposals for the 
old Baggeridge Brickworks would bring 
“significant benefits” to the region’s 
economy. 

David Wilson Homes and site owners 
Weinerberger appealed against the council’s 
decision to refuse planning permission and 
have taken the dispute to an inquiry, where 
proposals were outlined. 

The hearing was told that the nearby Bag¬ 
geridge Country Park would be extended 
with a new community centre and coach 
park, while allotments will also be built for 
local residents. 

However, Mr Satnam Choongh, for the 
council, said: “This site is not particularly 
accessible, not least because it turns its back 
on Gospel End and relies solely on facilities 
from the urban area. 

“The only regular bus service involves a 
700 metre walk to the stop, and walking and 
cycling facilities are not attractive given the 
topography and nature of the footpath.” 

Mr Ian Dove, representing the applicants, 
insisted the accessibility should not be an 
“over riding” factor in granting planning 
permission. He said there was also a “clear 
need” for new houses and a nursing home in 
the area. The council has argued during the 
inquiry that the site is not suitable as it is 
part of a small village and lies in green belt 
land. But Mr Dove said the council’s inter¬ 
pretation of planning guidelines was 
“narrow and blinkered”. A decision is 
expected this month.

A COLLECTION of vintage guitars belonging to a Dudley 
jazz musician has gone on sale. 

The instruments were owned by Jack McKechnie, of 
Dudley, who was a regular television and radio performer 
during the 1940s and 1950s. 

Mr McKechnie, who died in 2002, also co-owned the 
Modern Music store on Castle Hill, for many years with 
business partner Bob Nash. 

Mr McKechnie’s family decided to sell the collection of 
guitars, each worth thousands, after his wife Pauline died 
earlier this year. They asked Stourbridge Music Centre, in 
Lower High Street, where Mr Nash now works a few days a 
week, to handle the sale. 

The collection includes a Gibson L7c from 1962, valued at 
£3,000, and a Gibson L5 Custom Electric Special from 1969, 
worth £6,000. But the rarest item is Mr McKechnie’s 
Grimshaw, which was custom-made and is worth around 
£2,500. 

It was the second Grimshaw guitar he owned after the 
first was stolen following a concert at the Queen Mary Ball¬ 
room, in Dudley, in the late 1950s.

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Centre swimming pool 
to close for air vent work 


THE swimming pool at Dudley Leisure 
Centre will close for almost two months 
while work installing new air circulating 
units is carried out. 

The pool will be shut from November 19 
until January 7 while the £250,000 project is 
completed. 

The units will replace the dated system 
which was installed in 1978. Bosses said the 
rest of the centre, including the gym and 
dome sports pitch, would remain open to the 
public while the work on the pool is taking 
place. 

Councillor Tracy Wood said: “I would like 
to apologise to the centre’s users for this 
extended closure due to the installation. 
November and December are traditionally 
the quietest months for the centre which is 


why we have chosen to carry out this impor¬ 
tant work now. ” 

In September, the council approved pro¬ 
posals to replace dozens of lockers at 
Dudley’s three main leisure centres at a cost 
of £114,000. 

They are used by swimmers using the 
pools at the centres in Dudley, Halesowen 
and Stourbridge. 

A report, which went before Dudley 
Council’s cabinet, said they were in need of 
replacement after five years. 

Earlier this year the leisure pool at Stour¬ 
bridge’s Crystal Leisure Centre was closed 
for five days due to a mechanical fault. 

Engineers were able to trace the problem 
to a filter in a pump unit. A new unit was 
installed and the pool reopened. 


Glass museum is doser 


PLANS for a long-awaited 
glass museum at a historic 
former factory are moving 
closer to reality as it emerged 
a bid for funding will finally be 
made within days. 

The finishing touches are being 
made to an application for around £2 
million from the European Regional 
Development Fund(ERDF) for the 
development on the former Stuart 
Crystal glassworks site in Wordsley. 

The museum will house collections 
from across the region and is 
expected to attract thousands of visi¬ 
tors. 

The bidding process has been 
delayed in recent months but devel¬ 


opers say the application will finally 
go through by the end of this month. 

Site owners Complex Develop¬ 
ments revealed they are now plan¬ 
ning to carry out building work in 
stages to ensure there are no further 
delays. 

It is hoped work can begin next 
spring if the first round of funding is 
granted. 

Inject 

Charity the British Glass Founda¬ 
tion will then inject cash from dona¬ 
tions raised. 

Money will also be sought from the 
Heritage Lottery Fund, with a bid 
due to be submitted in February. 

Ian Harrabin, director of Complex 
Developments, said: “The bid for 


European funding will go towards the 
main derelict buildings.“It is the last 
chance we will get under the current 
European programme and the build¬ 
ings might not even be there if we 
have to wait for the next round. 

“We are looking at moving the 
project forward in stages - we need to 
give it a kick start and then expand 
further in the future.” 

The project was thrown into doubt 
last year when arsonists gutted one of 
the Grade II listed former factories. 
And vandal attacks since then have 
forced bosses to step up security by 
installing fencing. 

The application for funding is being 
drawn up with the help of Dudley 
Council.

Cool mystery in 
fast world of rock 


IN the fast-moving world of 
pop, Evanescence are some¬ 
thing of an anomaly. 

Every time they release an 
album it’s treated as a come¬ 
back. That’s not because 
they’ve split up and 
reformed, rather because 
they like to take their time. 

Lead singer Amy Lee says: 
“People these days make 
records so fast -but I guess I 
really feel like the more 
important thing is making 
something really great. 

“Our following has always 
been a little underground 
and we’re not that thing 
that’s on the radio all the 
time. There is an element of 
cool mysterious.” 

The Evanescence jugger¬ 
naut has been working its 
way around the globe since 
2011, when they released 
their third album, titled 
Evanescence, the follow-up 
to 2006s smash hit The 
Open Door. “I think that we 
were really lucky with Fallen 


and had a much bigger 
success than we could have 
planned for,” the 30-year-old 
says.

“You get up so early and the only 
sort of saving grace is you go to bed 
as early as possible to try and get it to 
finish.” 

Messrs McPartlin and Donnelly will 
also be opting for an early night as 
they have to be up at the crack of 
dawn to present our evening launch 
show, before possibly retiring to the 
hotel pool, or more likely a couple of 
hours on the golf course.

It sits within 
the SUV market place and I find it quite an 
attractive vehicle, I thought initially it might 
be an overgrown 1 Series but I was mistaken 
because the xl without doubt is quite a 
handsome performer with off¬ 
road capabilities as in my par¬ 
ticular derivative, the 
2-litre x Drive version. 

The xl 


currently with 2-litre diesel 
engines, the power outputs vary 


between 141 bhp up to a very quick 215 bhp. 
My particular 2-litre derivative proved to be 
an admirable performer driving through a six 
speed gearbox, there was never an opportu¬ 
nity to try out the off-road capabilities as I had 
it for a week in wonderful unusual sunny 
weather. 

Four-wheel drive is always reassuring, you 
do not need to buy one just because you need 
to adventure in to muddy fields for a car boot, 
gymkhana or pulling your trailer, it is a reas¬ 
suring drive when the weather conditions are 
poor for example in a heavy storm and the 
roads are awash. 

I particularly like the excellent han¬ 
dling dynamics of the vehicle albeit on 
initial impressions, I found as did 
my wife, the steering to be seri¬ 
ously on the heavy side especially 
at slow speed around town. 

The weighting changed as 
the pace increased but it cer¬ 
tainly was a muscle building 
exercise. 

It had excellent road holding 
qualities and considering the 
vehicle has a slightly higher 
stance there was very little 
body roll and certainly I felt the han¬ 
dling eclipsed some of the other vehicles 
within the market place. 

The disc brakes all around were always 
reassuring and brought the car to a smooth,

steady halt no matter what was required from 
them. Occupants in the vehicle will be pleased 
with the amount of interior space both shoul¬ 
der and headroom and luggage space is rea¬ 
sonably generous. Considering the vehicle is 
in theory a pseudo off-roader there was none 
of the normal road noise that you associate 
with the more chunky tyres some manufac¬ 
turers fit, to enable you to venture off the 
tarmac roads, it was a quiet refined vehicle at 
all times. 

Those familiar with BMW’s will automati¬ 
cally feel at home within the cabin, the intu¬ 
itive i drive system has now been honed and 
whilst it does take some getting used to once 
you have mastered the facilities it becomes 
simplicity itself, but be prepared if this is your 
vehicle sit down with the handbook and learn 
all the various little idiosyncrasies that this 
system has. 

Impressed 

The Blue Tooth and the auxiliary USB 
sockets were simplicity and I was quite 
impressed with the level of trim within the 
vehicle, having said that at this sort of pricing 
juncture and BMW’s being the quality brand 
we expect not to be disappointed with cheap 
plastics within your vehicle. 

Since my test drive BMW have announced 
a face lifted xl due to arrive in winter 2012, it 
is a facelift so don’t expect to see huge differ¬ 
entials within the new vehicle over the vehicle 


that it is replacing. 

A new 8-speed automatic gearbox is going 
to be included and that is a first for me. 

The engines will be slightly modified but it 
will still be diesels only for the UK although in 
some other countries a petrol option will be 
available. 

The C02 emissions as you would expect are 
going to be lowered and the power aspects are 
increased on certain derivatives. This could be 
an excellent time to visit the BMW garage to 
see the outrun of the current level of xl’s 
because as we know discounts are as rare as 
hen’s teeth on BMW 

My particular derivative as with a lot of 
press vehicles was loaded to the gunnels with 
extras adding an eye watering £9,465 in to the 
equation. 

For example £1,960 for the navigation 
system really is in my view taking the mickey, 
that having been said the 18” wheels were 
£740, other expensive additions were £875 for 
electric front seats and driver memory and a 
quite healthy £435 extra for enhanced Blue 
Tooth connectivity. 

BMW xl is available priced between

Just a routine victory 
for rocketing Albion

BONFIRE NIGHT saw Albion 
continue their rocketing rise up 
the Premier League table. 

Peter Odemwingie scored the goals and 
Youssouf Mulumbu ran the show as the 
Baggies moved to fifth with that rarest of 
commodities - a routine Premier League 
success, writes Steve Madeley. 

The pair led the way for Steve Clarke’s side 
to remind The Hawthorns head coach just 
what he will be deprived of for a month should 
both depart for the Africa Cup of Nations. 

But such worries are for another day. For 
the time being, Baggies supporters can simply 
revel in a wonderful start to a season that 
keeps getting better and better and could yet 
see them a long way towards safety before the 
pair depart for South Africa in January. 

They survived a couple of Southampton 
scares as they ended a long Monday night hoo¬ 
doo to keep pace with the leading sides a 
quarter of the way through the campaign. 

Yet their victory over the Saints was among 
the most comfortable they have ever enjoyed 
in the Premier League as Clarke’s men 
offered further evidence of their elevated 
position in the top-flight food chain. 

Packing 

There was a time not so long ago when 
every Premier League point Albion collected 
required maximum output from every area of 
their team. Such has been the progress made 
at The Hawthorns in recent years, the 
Baggies can now beat certain sides at 80 or 90 
per cent efficiency. 

Struggling Southampton are one such 
outfit and Nigel Adkins’ limited team were 
sent packing by an Odemwingie brace and an 
Albion performance more than competent 
enough to make the Nigerian’s goals count. In 
truth, Clarke’s men rarely hit the attacking 
heights of their previous matches against 
Manchester City and Newcastle. 

They played better against both City and 


the Magpies and lost. But while Bonfire Night 
lacked the same fireworks, it crucially deliv¬ 
ered the points needed. 

And with Mulumbu imperious in the heart 
of midfield, surrounded by countless displays 
of solidity from confident colleagues, Clarke’s 
men were excellent value for their victory 
against a Saints side who must have 
reminded the Hawthorns faithful of the 
defensive naivety they became accustomed to 
from their own side under Tony Mowbray. 

Their nerves were evident in just the 
second minute as Maya Yoshida slipped and 
handed cheap possession to Odemwingie, 
who fed the galloping Shane Long. But, as the 
Irishman bore down on goal, Jose Fonte slid 
in to make a crucial saving challenge. 

The Saints were unhappy with a badly 
mistimed challenge from Billy Jones as his 
studs made contact with the lower back of 
Adam Lallana. The Baggies man escaped with 


a yellow card and a stern warning from 
referee Mark Halsey. 

Ben Foster had to make a routine save from 
Rickie Lambert’s angled drive but Albion con¬ 
tinued to make the running and should have 
led on 20 minutes when Zoltan Gera spurned 
a glorious chance. He arrived unmarked six 
yards from goal to meet Odemwingie’s cross¬ 
shot but side-footed over the bar. 

Both teams might have broken the dead¬ 
lock on the half-hour when Rickie Lambert 
sent a free header from a right-wing cross at 
Foster, who bowled it out quickly to spark a 
piercing counter-offensive. Odemwingie cut 
inside and let fly with a 20-yard shot that 
flashed just wide. 

His insistence on trying his luck from dis¬ 
tance was frustrating the home crowd but it 
paid off handsomely nine minutes before half¬ 
time as the visitors’ painfully flimsy defence 
was exploited again.
